STATEMENT BY THE LATIN AMERICAN AND CARIBBEAN GROUP IN 
THE UNITED NATIONS, ADOPTED IN MEW YORK ON 4 FEBRUARY 
1992 

1. WITH REFERENCE TO THE ATTEMPTED COUP D'ETAT WHICH 
TOOK PLACE IN VENEZUELA TODAY, THE LATIN AMERICAN AND 
THE CARIBBEAN GROUP IN THE UNITED NATIONS EXPRESSES ITS 
STROttG CONDEMNATION OF THOSE WHO HAVE SOUGHT TO IMPAIR 
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THE POLITICAL STABILITY AND REVERSE THE DEMOCRATIC 

STRENGTHENING AND PROGRESS OR OUR CONTINENT. 

2. IT IS ALL THE MORE DEPLORABLE THAT THE ATTEMPTED 
MILITARY COUP IN VENEZUELA, APART FROM HAVING SOUGHT TO 
UNDERMINE THE DEMOCRATIC INSTITUTIONS OF THAT FRATERNAL 
REPUBLIC, SHOULD HAVE BEEN DIRECTED AGAINST THE PHYSICAL 
INTEGRITY OF ONE OF THE MOST RESPECTED LEADERS IN THE 
REGION AND SHOULD HAVE LED TO THE REGRETTABLE LOSS OF 
MANY LIVES. 

3. WITH REGARD TO THESE EVENTS, WE ARE CONVINCED THAT 
THE ISOLATED ACTIONS OF GROUPS WHICH ARE UNAWARE OF THE 
FORCE OF HISTORY CAN SERVE ONLY TO STRENGTHEN US IN OUR 
ADHERENCE TO AND DEFENCE OF DEMOCRATIC VALUES. 

4. WE ARE CONVINCED THAT THE VENEZUELAN PEOPLE, HEADED 
BY ITS PRESIDENT CARLOS ANDRES PEREZ, WILL RISE FULLY TO 
THIS CHALLENGE: AND CAN RELY IN DOING SO ON THE FULLEST 
SUPPORT OF ALL LATIN AMERICAN CARIBBEAN PEOPLES. 

5. THE LATIN AMERICAN AND CARIBBEAN GROUP EXPRESSES ITS 
RESOLUTE SUPPORT FOR AND SOLIDARITY WITH THE PEOPLE AND 
GOVERNMENT OF VENEZUELA. 
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
